ANCIENT TIME-MAKERS. 


YTays of Keeping Track of Boar* Before 


Day.* of Clocks. 


In ihe United States the oldest time- 


piece is the famous Endicott sun-dial, 
made in Londom in 1630, and it was 
brought to this country the same year 
by Governor Endicott at the time he 
brought the fleet of ships laden with 
emigrants to settle in and around 
Salem. The dial stood for a great 
number of years in front of the Endi- 
cott mansion in Salem and was in the 
hands of the family until sixty or 
seventy years ago when it was placed 
in the care of the East India Marine 
Society of Salem. The society held 
ir in trust until 1869. when it came into 
the possession of the Essex Institute, 
where it now rests in a glass case in 
the museum. 


Being unable to reclaim the original, 


members of the family have on dif- 
ferent occasions had replicas made in 
bronze and placed near their resid- 
ences. The sim dial the Kink Ahaz, 
who lived 742 years before Christ, is 
the first dial on record in the world. 
Tills dial was a graduated instrument 
having degree marks of some kind 
•which showed the daily course of the

It was known in Jerusalem as early 
as seven centuries before Christ and 
the manner of its mention indicates 
that it was a novelty in that city at 
thai time The sun dial took ma.ny 
forms. The art of dialling involved 
msihmetical problems of considerable 
complexity, and it is very likely that 
ihis contributed to the knowledge of 
maihmetics which the world possessed 
at that early perio-1.

A 
dial, or rather a series of dials of 
every conceivable description forming 
a structure, was erected in Whitehall, 
London, in 1669, by order of King 
Charles II. It -was the invention of 
Francis Hall, a Jesuit and professor of 
mathmetics at Liege. Vertical dials, 
inclining dials, and dials for showing 
time, as computed by various nations 
at different periods, were all included 
and ranged on platforms.

Italy, if harnessed, would be collec- 
tively capable of developing 2,640.000 
horse power. So far only about 300,- 
000 horse power has been utilized for 
commercial purposes. 


The sea is a great denuding agent; 


but its work is more constructive than 
destructive. It is the workshop where 
nearly all the stratified rocks have 
been accumulated and ranged in lay- 
ers "of strata. The rivers and ocean 
currents continually bring in fresh 
supplies of debris, even for hundreds 
of miles. 


The temperature of the earth is es- 


timated to be at least 5000 degrees 
Fahrenheit at a depih of 50 miles, 
and in many places 
comparatively 


high 
temperatures are found 
very 


near the surface. 
The utilization of 


this heat is one of the great problems 
row in the minds of engineers. With 
the direct and economical conversion 
of heat into electricity on a large 
scale, which is looked for in tiie near 
future, the earth's hot spots should 
become important manufacturing cen- 
tres. 


As the result of studies on New Jer 


sey mosquitoes last summer. Professor 
John B. Smith of Rutgers college says 
that not only will the insects travel 
long distances from their breeding- 
place, but on favorable evenings large 
swarms rise and are carried during 
the night by winds. The direction=in 
which they go is often 
seaward. 


Swarms have been met 15 miles from 
the shore, and they are common five 
miles from shore. Migration of mos- 
quitoes, with the aid of the winds. 
Professor Smith regards as of much 
importance, and as rendering the con- 
trol of the mosquito nuisance a state 
rather tJian a local affair. The Ano- 
pheles mosquitoes continue to breed 
long after frost has set in. and even a 
covering of ice on ponds is not fatai 
to their larvae and pupae. 


i 
Some of the meteorites that fall 


upon the earth possess a peculiar 
structure, indicating that they have 
more than once been in a molten con- 
dition. Dr. Berwerth of Vienna con- 
cludes, as the result of his studies 
of this class of meteorites, that they 
came originally from a volcana situat- 
ed in some distant part of space, but 
that before reaching the earth they 
were subjected to great heat which 
metamorphosed their structure. 
To 


explain this he suggests that in the 
course of their celestial journey they 
may have passed through the atmos- 
phere of a sun, or may have been 
fused through the sudden birth of a 
new and neighboring star. The heat 
developed during their fall through 
our atmosphere is not sufficient to 
explain the changes that they have 
undergone. 


Hitherto the United States has had 


tiie distinction of possessing both the 
remains of the largest land vertebrates 
ever known to have existed, the giant 
dinosaurs of the west, and the smallest 
living vertebrates of either land or 
sea. certain cyprinodont fishes of the 
Florida and South Carolina coast. But 
lately the United States fish commis- 
sion has received from the Philippine 
Islands specimens of a new species of 
fish, belonging to the goby family, 
which are smaller than any vertetrate 
animals yet known. Tney vary from 
less than 10 up to about 15 millimeters 
in length. Tlieir numbers are so nu- 
merous taat they form an important 
article of diet for some of the natives, 
who catch them in close-woven nets. 
It is proposed to call this new fish 
xaystichthys, from two Greek words, 
meaning smallest fisn.

taxed in every country in Europe,-and 
those countries are beneStted in more 
ways than one.
